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Mandatory exit exams 
Students may have to pass test to graduate

Ail CSUS students may soon be required to take exit 
examinations before they can receive their bachelors 
degrees, according to Peter Frank Young, student 
representative to the Task Force on Basic Writing Skills 

Exit exams will probably be instituted in some form in 
the next 24 months on al! 19 CSUC campuses This is an 
inevitability,” warns Young 

Young, a 22 - year - old CSUS graduate student. claims 
he ts doing everything he can to make the exams more 
palatable for students 

My job is to make sure the exam fits the students. not 
vice versa Right now the task force is trying to get just the 
opposite, Young commented 

One issue Young !s especially concerned with is avoid- 
ing standardized tests for all students 

I'm opposed to a restrictive unitary exam based onthe 


same premise as the SAT, GR”™ and LSAT Across the 
board exams for all students would be unfair because it 
would favor the liberal arts students Each department 
should develop their own,” Young remarked 

Exit exams would test a student's basic skills in reading 
writing, and social sciences to ensure that those who 
graduate have better than high schoo! proficiency in these 
areas 

Chancellor Glenn Oumke has been advancing the idea 
of exit exams for several years They have been used at 
private institutions for many years and are becoming more 
popular in public institutions because of pressure from 
taxpayers 

Young criticized the statewide Academic Senate for 
having endorsed the examinations

Governor, professors meet 
to discuss education budget

Eventual decisions on the wide range of issues dis- 
cussed ai the unprecedented meeting of Gov Brown and 
representatives of organizations concerned with 
developments in higher education could produce 
significant changes in the state university and college 
System Brown and representatiyes of the United Profes- 
sors of California, California Federation of Teachers. Of- 
fice of Employe Relations and the AFL - CIO dealt with a 
variety of budget issues, collective bargaining for faculty 
vacancies on the Board of Trustees and the appointment 
of a higher education advisor 

Under the category of budget. class size, remedial writ- 
ing programs, salary. fringe benefits and the new student 
activity fee were reviewed. The formula for class size used 
by Brown is the same used by Ronadl Reagan in 1969 Dr 
Kessler, president of the UPC, pointed cut that this was 
not a good policy educationally or politically. He 
Suggested a reduction in class size would increase

teacher - student ratio, and open up 1300 full - time faculty 
positions 

Class size is a significant factor in students writing 
proficiency. With larger classes, fewer compositions are 
being assigned and writing skills are suffering, Kessler 
said, “Students cannot satisfy the requirements of ten 
years ago. For these reasons, remedial writing programs 
are being urged to combat the joss of these fundamental 
skills 

Kessler also said there has been an accumiative loss of 
approximately 24 per cent of the real income of faculty 
members since 1969. This !oss is proceeding at a greater 
rate than under Reagan's administration At a minimum 
the professors want to keep up the cost of living, or better 
catch up with the losses already accumulated Kessler 
also asked for special equity increases for part - time 
faculty and librarians

However it is unfortunate there are not more centers available in several 
locations for the working parent or college student 

How many times have you seen or heard examples of the parent havina to 
forfeit his or her plans because the child's day - care was inadequate? Many 
parents will wait until the children are grown to pursue their studies or careers 
only too often to discover that it is too late to ‘start all over’ again 

A parents cooperative babysitting arrangement is a good idea Thisisa 
much needed service for the parent attending schoo! Although the CSUS 
Child Care Center is very good, the hours are somewhat limited (either mor- 
ning or afternoon sessions) and the Center does not admit any child under the 
age of two Furthermore. not every child on the waiting list is admitted as it ison 
a first come. first serve’ basis, with previous children having priority 

We would imagine that many CSUS students have young children who are 
not eligible to attend the center It forces the parent to either pay an outside 
babysitter, which can be very expensive and inconvenient. or postpone his or

Sketchy reports indicate that the player, Mariposa forward Jack Goodguy, 
took an inbounds pass from a teammate with three seconds to play in the game 
and his team trailing by one point. According to coach Mei O Glider the last - 
chance play was designed especiaily for Goodguy to take the last shot of the 


game.

Goodguy allegedly took the pass, spun to the basket and dunked for the ap- 
parent winning points. The basket was nullified, however, when the nearest 
referee, no more than 70 feet away, calied Goodguy for an offensive foul 
Goodguy agreed and, doing so, touched off an ugly incident. 

Both benches cleared and fans poured onto the court all demanding that the 
Officials take some sort of immediate disciplinary action against the unoffen- 


ding player. 


The ref who made the cali, Murray Katerak, said,

Goodguy, wearing. dark glasses, was reached for comment after tempers 
had cooled a bit. “! realize what | did was in poor taste. | have no excuses. All 
through my athietic career | was taught how to handie myself in that situation 
and | didn’t use what | learned. All | can say is it won't happen again.” 

He added, “Maybe it was just the pressure of the game.”

Although not yet herself a 
household name. Karen Logan has 
had some very prestigious names 
mentioned in the same breath as hers. 
For instance, Billy Jean King, Cathy 
Rigby, Anne Henning, and NBA stars 
Jerry West and Oscar Robertson have 
ail competed against her in various 
sports events 

Logan, who joins the legendary 
Babe Didrickson Zaharias as the only 
women in the Basketball Hall of Fame 
in Springfield, Mass., came to Sac- 
ramento Wednesday nigtit to display 
her highly - touted basketball talents. 

At halftime of a crucial Golden 
State Conference game between the 
Hornet women's basketball team and 
San Francisco State, Logan 
demonstrated that her 20 years of in- 
volvement in the sport have indeed 
paid off. 

Logan started her routine by war- 
ming up with the basketball, taking 
shots from various areas on the court. 
While she was doing that, the an- 
nouncer gave some very interesting 
facts to the 750 spectators. 

in 1975, Karen Logan was invited 
to perform in the nationally - televised 
ABC Women's Superstars 
competition, when she finished 
second to volleyball standout Mary Jo 
Peppler. The following year, Logan 
dropped to sixth, and in two years of 
competition, she earned a total of 
$36,000 in the event. 

Although Logan did well in the 
Superstars competition, she was 
quick to criticize the way the event 
was handied. “! didn't think it was a 
vatid test of an athlete,” she noted, 
referring to the one - time - shot each 
competitor was given. 

“If they could make it (the 
competition) longer, then it would be 
a better test,” Logan added. “The 
competition was run with the athletes’ 
interest least in mind.” 

In high school, Logan was one of 
Northern California's best athietes in 
track, tennis and basketball. At 
Pepperdine University in Malibu, she 
was unbeaten in tennis, and ran for 
the second - ranked track club in the 
nation. 

Logan joined the All American 
Redheads, a touring women’s basket- 
bail team, in 1971, and for three years, 
she was the team’s most versatile 
player. Averaging 22 points a game, 
when the team played every night for 
seven months straight, Logan 
amassed 12,400 points in her three - 
year stint. 

The Redheads were much like the 
Hariem Globetrotters, according to 
Logan. “Half of it was show, and the.

Terri Miller saved her last home 
game in a Hornet uniform to grab the 
spotlight, scoring 12 first - half points, 
and keying a second half raliy to help 
the Hornet women's basketbal! team 
post an upset victory over San Fran- 
cisco State, 69-64, Wednesday night. 

Center Jane Trippet, also playing 
her final game before a CSUS 
audience, gave the Hornets the lead, 
46-45, five minutes into the second 
half, a lead which they never relin- 
quished. 

Another senior on the team, Lor- 
raine Simmons, scored eight of her 
ten points in a tense second half. 
Karen Littleton, who will be back fora 
third year at starting varsity, added 12 
tallies. 

Down by as many as ten points late 
in the first half, the Hornets outscored 
the Gators 20-18 during a six - minute 
stretch, closing the gap to 37-39 at 
halftime. Diana Grayer led the Gators 
with 16 points in the first stanza. 

Playing with four fouls the entire 
second half, Grayer couldn't afford to 
be as aggressive, thus giving the 
Hornets the room they needed to 
score. However, Grayer did add six 
points in the half to give her a game - 
high 22. 

Fittingily enough, Milfer was the 
last player to touch the ball in the 
game, throwing it high in the air as the 
final buzzer sounded. With her 
season - high 19 - point performance, 
Miller raised her conference scoring 
average to nine points a game. 

The win capped a 9-5 season for 
the Hornets, fourth in the Goiden 
State Conference. UC - Davis and 
CSU - Chico are still in the running for 
the title, and San Francisco, with the 
loss to the Hornets, lost any hopes 
they had for fhe championship.

Campus CPR 
workshops 


One million people will suffer a 
heart attack this year Chances are 
that you or someone like you will be 
nearby. Be prepared to save a life or 
prevent brain damage by giving car- 
diopulmonary resuscitation within 
four to six minutes of when the heart 
stops. Summer means water sports 
and drownings. CPR can also save 
the victim whose breathing and 
heartbeat have stopped due to 
drowning. Other uses have been for 
victims of drug overdose and elec- 
trocution. CPR is a basic life - saving 
technique which keeps oxygenated 
biood flowing to the brain. This is ac- 
complished by mouth -to - mouth 
breathing and chest compression. 

Training is essential to proficien- 
cy. It cannot be self - taught. The 
American Heart Association has 
created a training program for the 
layperson which will be available to 
CSUS students. AHA certifies 
instructors from the community who 
in turn teach other citizens in 2 four - 
hour workshops.

Sacto Modern Transit Society 
purposes light rail system

A light rail transit system has been 
proposed by the Modern Transit 
Society. The cars will be updated 
modern streetcars, running on rails, 
which will link Old Sacramento, the 
downtown area and CSUS. 

Robert Biymyer, a spokesman for 
MTS, said government agencies have 
become more interested in mass tran- 
sit, particularly light rail transit. 

CalTrans plans to hold a workshop 


“for the public on March 6 at 7:30 p.m. 


at Valley Vista Junior High School. 
MTS plans a slide show on light rail at 
this meeting. 

“CalTrans’ attitude has changed 
and they are iooking more into mass 


transportation,” statec Blymyer 
“Freeways are no longer the answer 
— Los Angeles proved that.” 

Light rail uses overhead electrical 
lines for power which SMUD 
powerhouses can provide. Because 
they use electricity rather than oil, 
streetcars are virtually pollution free. 

Blymyer doubted if .existing rai! 
track wil} be used due to its poor con- 
dition. But, he said, existing streetcar 
roadbeds can be used and will need 
reinforcement. 

Costs for light rail transit systems 
run approximately one - tenth of 
heavy rail systems like the Bay Area 
Rapid Transit. The cars themselves 
last about three times as long as do 
buses.

In 1970, he began his trouble - filled years with Rolling 
Stone and its editor Jann Wenner. There he began to build 
an underground drug - culture following; mainly because 
of his obv'ous drug - controlled writing style and the im- 
pact of his second novel, Hell's Angels: A Strange and Ter- 
rible Saga (His first novel, Rum Diary, was less than 
successful and “embarrassing,” says Thompson)

Thompson was finally asked about the chapter in his 
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most recent book Fear and Loathing on the Campaign 
Trail 72 where ne started the rumor that Senator Edmund 
Muskie was taking a South American stimulant called 
!bogaine to help relieve the pressures of the presidential 
campaign 
“This is a subject I'd really like to fuck with,” Thompson 
told a member of the audience “! never said Muskie took 
‘bogaine. All | said was there was arumor going around he 
was taking it And | know that's true because | started it 
There were times during the evening when Thompson 
teetered on the fine line between an articulate. highly 
intelligent author/lecturer and a foolish, almost childlike 
madman 
He mumbled out garbage like, “Rats are the devil's lap- 
dogs.” Or when comrnenting on punk rock, he said, “They 
ought to put safety pins in their nuts ” Then he would turn 
right around and say something profound like, “There is 
no such thing as paranoia, only ignorance " And at other 
times he would combine the two and say something like 
“Why do | write? | can't do anything else. It's either writing 
or a life of crime and | tried that once and | got locked up 
anyway it's nice to be abie to call the president a thief 
and a pig - fucker and know you're right 
Perhaps the most ironic portion of Thompson's talk 
came at the end of the evening when he made reference to 
sportswriters as “really dumb people.” “They are the 
lowest echelon to almost everything,” he said. Yet it was 
Thompson who continuously referred to the two weeks he 
had just spent in Las Vegas covering the Ali/Spinks boxing 
championship — a sports story
